SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE TOWN OF SPRINGFIELD, FEB. 28, 1881. 


CENTRE DISTRICT NO, 1. 


Summer term 10 weeks; winter term 11 weeks; 86 scholars. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Mary A. Baldwin ° 
of Grafton. Miss B. came here a stranger to nearly all, but 
with her peculiar adaptation for teaching, she was soon an old 
acquaintance in the school-room. She was as little confined to 
text-books as any of our teachers, especially in gcography 
study so much neglected, rather so little understood by a 
majority of our teachers. At each visit we noticed many 
points of excellence, especially at the final examination, which 
opened with a general exercise of precepts that cannot fail to 
make a lasting and very beneficial moral impression upon the 
minds of her pupils. This teacher so divided her time for each 
recitation that all received their daily allowance in due time. 


a 


Mr. Parker T. Smith, one of our own townsmen, who has 
had large experience in teaching, had charge of the winter term. 
He commenced this term, as we supposed, under the most fa- 
vorable circumstances. At our first visit the school appeared 
quite well, although the arrangement of classes was different 
from our usual custom. His method of government and mode 
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of instruction did not meet the approbation of a majority of 
the pupils, and the parents failed to keep their children at 
school during the last part of the term. At our first and sec-. 
ond visits we found twenty-five scholars present but at the ex- 
amination only eight. The examination of those present at 
the close was very creditable, especially in arithmetic. The 
primary class was master of the Roman notation. If Mr. 
S. could have had the presence and good-will of all the scholars 
and the co-operation of the parents and citizens, we doubt not 
that the school would have been very profitable. We learn that 
he has been quite successful in teaching before, and has taught 
one term since he finished here that was highly satisfactory.

KEMPTON DISTRICT, NO.) 2. 


Summer term 5 weeks; winter term 4 weeks; 17 scholars. 


Summer term taught by Miss Ella M. Emerson of New 
London, in a very satisfactory manner. Although this was her 
first term, she appeared to be master of the situution. Good 
order and clearness in her instructions were very noticable. 
We think Miss E. is destined to become one of our first-class 
teachers if she continues to pursue her studies and devote her 
time to the subject of teaching. 


Mr. John B. Welcome, of Newport, had charge of the 
winter term. This, also, was Mr. W’s first work in a common 
district school, yet he secured good order and was not wanting 
in method. We cannot expect the scholars in this district to be 
as far advanced as in larger districts where they have longer 
schoois, but they do themselves credit by close attention to 
study and regular attendance.

CHASE DISTRICT, NO. 3. 


Winter term 10 weeks; 11 scholars. 


Miss Emma J. Davis had charge of this school for the sec- 
ond year, being only one term each year. This school contains 
nearly all large scholars, and consequently they know how im- 
portant it is to make good use of school hours. Miss D. ap- 
peared to fully sustain her former good reputation as a teacher. 
Being proficient in all the branches taught and sparing no labor 
for the benefit of her pupils, the result of her labors was a satis- 
factory examination at the close.

WASHBURN DISTRICT, NO. 5. 


Summer term 6 weeks; winter term 8 week; 16 scholars. 


Miss Katie A. Simonds, of Lebanon, teacher during the 
summer term, who had taught several terms prior. The school 
moved along quietly and the examination was also quiet. The 
scholars appeared to have lost their former enthusiasm, or had 
rested as satisfied with former credits, and used little or no ex- 
ertion to advance. We were sadly disappointed at the close of 
our own district school. 


Miss Ella L. Foote (a stranger here as well as Miss Si- 
monds), of Newport, taught the winter term. Miss I’. soon 
won the confidence and respect of the pupils and citizens of the 
district, and made the term an entire success. No lack of in- 
terest appeared at either visit. The lost enthusiasm was awak- 
ened, and each recitation had its proper share of daily and cor- 
rect instruction. The closing examination was, we think, ney- 
er more satisfactory. This school year shows us what power a 
_ teacher has over the scholar; rather, it shows us that the 
teacher must be especially interested in instructing not only for 
the six hours daily, but must be progressive, making a daily 
preparation for the next day’s work,thereby keeping each schol-

ar interested, and being ever ready to respond correctly to 
any query that may arise.

PHILBRICK DISTRICT, NO. 6. 


Summer term 7 weeks; winter term 13 weeks; 17 scholars. 


This district had the good fortune to secure the serv ices of 
Miss Jennie J. Adams as teacher for the year. Perhaps some 
may say it is needless to speak of the good results, as they are 
so well known, but allow me to say that one who has had con- 
siderable experience in teaching and visiting school examina- 
tions, pronounced it the best examinations he ever witnessed, 
at the close of the year.. We do not claim that these scholars 
were perfect in every deportment and recitation, but as nearly 
perfect as as we could expect. They were very punctual, which 
shows that the teacher had and used the faculty of interesting, 
and creating a love. for school and study in the mind of each 
pupil. Wedo not claim that every teacher can make every 
school a perfect success, but we do claim that every well-edu- 
cated person, who has attended a well-managed Normal School, 
ean, if they have energy combined with common sense and a 
clear perception of human nature, be more successful than those 
who can only zet a certificate by knowing the routine of the 
R’s and a little extra of grammar geography and history.

Miss Anna L. Walker, of Danbury, taught the summer 
term, being the third in succession, and with increased useful-

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ness. [Everything appeared well, and universal satisfaction was 
given so far as we were able to ascertain. We are aware that 
there is such a thing as keeping even a good teacher too long in 
the same school, but we think it was not the case, and if Miss 
W. had remained longer the school would have continued to 
crow better. 


Miss Lettie J. Tinkham, of Grafton, teacher during the 
winter term. ‘This teacher appeared well, passed a very satis- 
factory examination, and exhibited commendable care and 
thoughtfulness in her instruction, though the order was not 
quite up to the standard of excellence. ‘There is considerable 
interest taken by the parents in this district in behalf of the 
school, and the scholars appear to be interested, industrious 
and anxious to excel in their studies.

Fisher of New 
London. At our first visit we found a little unnecessary un- 
pleasantness existing between teacher and scholar. At our 
second visit appearances were more favorable. A fair exam- 
ination by several clases. There appeared to be a disrespect 
for the teacher’s commands, which resulted in poor order. 


Winter term under the charge of Miss Luette S: Knowlton 
of New London, who brought the school to high standard of 
excellence, and nothing appeared unpleasant or out of the way 
to even jar the smooth working of the whole school. The ex- 
amination was one of the best in town.

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STOCKER DISTRICT, NO. 10. ? 


Summer term, 10 weeks; winter term, 12 weeks; 21 scholars, 

Summer term taught by Miss Sarah A. Mason oi Hanover, a 
teacher of large experience, and one who knows how and is 
able and willing to work for the benefit of the whole school— 
one who looks well to the moral as well as the intellectual train- 
ing of all under her care. Evidently the right teacher in the 
right place. Consequently each scholar made good improve- 
ment, they were thoroughly drilled and no lesson passed with- 
out being understood by the pupil. A very thorough, careful 
and satisfactory examination. 


Winter term taught by Mr. Ralph R. Howard of Newport. 
This teacher has not had the long experience in teaching as the 
one during the summer term, otherwise as much may be justly 
said in his praise. The examination was very good. Each 
term we found some very good scholars. During the winter 
term a few of the larger boys did not appear to appreciate the 
necessity of an education sufficiently to remain at school during 
the whole term. We are inclined to believe that in some cases 
parents do not insist upon a punctual school attendance of their 
children, that they do not question or examine them to know 
how much improvement if any they are making. I think every 
parent or guardian should visit each term of school and: know 
for themselves how the school is being taught, and thereby 
become acquainted with its interior workings.

STEVENS DISTRICT, NO. 11. 


One term, 7 weeks; 9 scholars. 
Taught by’ Miss Angie B. Colby, who has had charge of this 
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school before, and who fully sustained her former reputation, 
and whose services proved acceptable in the full sense of the 
the word. The scholars appeared to do their best and we were 
surprised to find so inuch improvement with the small amount 
of schooling during the year. We are sure they do not stop 
reading and study with the close of each term. 

Rott or Honor: Hattie B. Loverin, Nora B. Pillsbury, 
Lettie M. and Mabel Stevens. 


PEASLEE DISTRICT, NO. 13. 


Summer term 5 weeks; winter term 9 weeks; 25 scholars. 

Same teacher as in No. 11 for the entire year, and with as 
good success as in any previous term. There has been more 
visible improvement in this school within the past three years, 
both morally and intellectually, than any other school in town. 
The order appeared to be perfect, and each scholar did his 
part well. Very good results at the close of each term. 


Rott or Honor: Abbie M. Hardy, George W., and 
Stephen Peaslee—both terms. Arabell C., Flora M., and S. 
Jennie Heath, Carrie B. Jackman, Alice A. Peaslee, J. Wes- 
ton, and Edna Powers, 1st term. 


No school has been kept in Perley district, No. 12. We 
suppose there are now three scholars within the limits of the 
district. Agreeably to a suggestion made in. the school report 
for last year, we required a certificate of character from all 
teachers that we were not personally acquainted with, or were 
not properly vouched for, and we have had no complaint 
against any teacher’s morality during the past year. We have 
been obliged to refuse one applicant a certificate, and two oth- 
ers saw fit to engage different schools, one in our own and one 
in an adjoining town. We think all persons proposing to 
teach should be well educated, but even then may not be 
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adapted to the needs of every school. We believe in their 
being progressive, ever reading and studying for some- 
thing to quicken their thoughts, and keeping their minds like 
a never failing fountain, fresh and overflowing, so as to be able 
to diffuse intellectual and moral light and sunshine, to all with 
whom they come in contact. Ought not every teacher to 
make out a regular order of exercises, the very first of the 
school, so that each scholar may know just when they are to be 
called upon, and how long a time they have for each recitation. 
Also that all’ visitors may know what the exercises are daily. 
We think that all schools should have their program for each 
term, and accessable to all. For the past twenty-five years we 
have been particularly interested in teaching and in the care 
of schools, yet every year brings new combinations of facts to 
light. We are always ready to adopt any new method of dis- 
cipline or instruction, that its advocates can show us to be ben- 
eficial to the school and community, yet we believe in making 
a change with moderation, and in such a way as shall meet the 
co-operation of pupil and parent. We doubt not but what it is 
the first great object of the teacher inany school, to secure the 
good will and respect of each and every pupil. The teacher is 
the pupil’s superior, and should always be regarded and _ treat- 
ed as such. No pupil should allow himself or herself to speak 
or act disrespectfully to the teacher, and the teacher should 
always speak and act respectfully and pleasantly to the child. 
Therefore, we say govern and instruct in kindness, for children 
love to be taught in this way.—‘‘Like begets like.”—‘‘Speak 
gently to the erring one, its love be sure to gain.” But ‘‘Order 
is heaven’s first law,” and we must have it, and by that kind of 
suasion that proves most effective. Your committee, in at- 
tending the Teachers reunion and educational Institute, so gen- 
erally holden at Claremont, in Jan. last, was more than ever 
impressed with the importance of such meetings, even in a 
town like ours. We did not receive sufficient encouragement 
to make a call this year. We hope such may not be the case 
in the future, but that your committee, teachers, scholars and 
citizens may all unite and try and increase the cause of educa- 
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tion in our town. Will it not be well to increase our stehoo} 


fund also?
